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^.THUR B. DAVIES was born in Utica, New York, 



September 26, 1862, and died in northern Italy, 
October 24, 1928. He was a pupil of Dwight Williams 
in Utica and later studied in Chicago and New York, 
but was chiefly self-taught. 

Among his many awards were Silver Medal, Pan- 
American Exposition, 1901; Honorable mention, Inter¬ 
national Exhibition, Carnegie Institute, 1913; First W. A. 
Clark Prize and Gold Medal, The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, 1916. 

He is represented in the permanent collections of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art; The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art; the Phillips Memorial Gallery, Washington, D. C.; 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences; Worcester Art 
Museum; The Art Institute of Chicago; The Cleveland 
Museum of Art; Albright Art Gallery, Buffalo, N. Y.; 
Toledo Museum of Art; and many others. He is also rep¬ 
resented in many of the outstanding private collections in 
this country. 

The following quotation is taken from his obituary in 
the American Art Annual , 1929: 


“His art covered many fields, many styles and many 
periods. His media was unlimited; from sculptured 
wood, ivory, marble, wax, to lithograph and etching, 
to water color and oil, from enamel and glass to Gobelin 
tapestry and rugs of fine weave. Such was the gamut of 
his genius. He was a mystic thinker and a great artist.”
